Penalty

Calgary, Feb. 2—Ernest Cashel 
was hanged at the police barracks 
this morning. The drop fell at 
8.06 o'clock. Cashel must have 
| been dead at that minute or a sec- 
ond later, for the peoformance 
from the hangman's point of view 
was a complete success. 

Cashel confessed to the crime 
|yesterday morning. Key. G. W. 
Kerby notified him of his inten- 
jtion of asking him a direct ques- 
|tiod this morning. He said: ‘“Er- 
jnest, are you guilty?” “Yes,” 
said Cashel, and broke down. 
| When he came out he was game 
jand ascended the scaffold with 
|less indifference but with quite as 
|much nerve as he went to trial, as 
he received his sentence, and as 
he escaped from the police bar- 
racks. There was just a small 
| audience present. 

Rey. Mr. Kerby was with Cash- 
el from an early hour this morn- 
ing. Cashel is reported to have 
passed a fairly good night. It 
jwas at 7.50 that the execution 
proceedings began. First Rad- 
\cliffe came in and pinioned Cash- 
jel's arms. Cashel flinched a bit at 
| this but did not collapse. 
| The procession was formed, led 
|by the condemned man and Rey. 
|Mr. Kerby. As they arrived on 
| the scaffold, Cashel asked Mr. Ker- 
by to pray with him, which he 
ldid. Then Radcliffe put on the 
| white cap, and adjusted the knot. 
| Rev. Mr. Kerby began the Lerd’s 
|prayer, and as Le reached the 
\Deliver us from evil,” the bolt 
shot out and Cashel was launched 
into eternity. Death was instan- 
eous. 

It was a bleak cold morning on 
which Cashel went to his death. 
A cold chilly wind was blowing 
from the north and swept across 
the barracks campass. Gloomy as 
the barracks is at all times, it 
never seemed more grim and for- 
bidding than this morning. The 
sun was slow toshine and there 
was not the faintest appearance of 
a sunbeam to relieve the grimness
